There was no land in aight, aod tho, intention 
wis to make for the coast of Cochin-China, 
After yproceeding.a short distanco amongst 
the shallows the Captain’s boat’ was gapsized by 
striking a'rook. - The.obher boat resoued thoso. 
on board, and as she waa then overloaded it-was 
d-termined to pnt back to the ship. ‘'o reach 
her, however, proved a-work of difflonlty: owing 
tothe heavy head sea, and il was three days be- 
fora sho was boarded. The captain, who had boen 
‘ill before.the wreok aud bud to be lowered into 
the boat in the first instauoo, grew rapidly, worae 
and died during the night after ‘the return, tor 
the ship. The orew sat to work ta make a raft, 
ag tho one remaining ‘boat waa ingnficiont, and 
after five days’ work they had got it completed’, 


‘and'were about to leave, when 4 junk wos sight 
ed. This took them off, and ultimately landed 


y the ship for a week while the junk people re- 
moved from hereverything moveable. After land- 
ing on Hainan the shipwrecked men had to tramp 
overland to Hoihow, whence. they wore brought- 
to this port, by the Soochow.
